U.N. Recesses 


Open Sessions 


C o n g o Confusion 


Prompts Action 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
—Balked by continuing confusion 
in the Congo, the U.N. Security 
Council hits recessed open ses­ 
sions and members huddled in 
private talks today trying to find 
some solution. 
The confusion over who is run­ 
ning the Congo was amplified by 
the 
withdrawal of United 
Arab 
Republic troops from the U.N. 
force in the Congo and the ar­ 
rival of contesting Congo delega­ 
tions here. 
The council went into a brief 
session Monday afternoon as the 
situation 
was getting more in­ 
volved. and U.S. delegate James 
J. Wadsworth moved quickly for 
adjournment. 
He explained afterward, "There 
is not much point in talking until 
you have a sound basis of infor­ 
mation on which to speak.” 
The 
Soviet 
delegate, 
Deputy 
Foreign Minister Valerian A. Zor­ 
in, tried to get an urgent night 
meeting 
but 
Counc’i 
President 
Egidio Ortona of Italy, after con­ 
ferring with other n mlxrs, de­ 
cided the meeting would be of lit­ 
tle use. 
The rival factions in the Congo 
government each sent delegations. 
One faction headed by Foreign 
Minister Justin Bomboko repre­ 
sented President Joseph Kasavu- 
bu. The other group headed by 
Thomas Kanza, the Congo’s dele­ 
gate-designate to the U.N., rep­ 
resents Premier Patrice Lumum­ 
ba. 
It was too soon to see clearly 
what the U.A.R. withdrawal will 
mean. 
President 
Gamal 
Abdel 
Nasser sent about 500 paratroop- 
irs to the Congo two weeks ago, 
A.U.A.R. spokesman in Cairo ac­ 
cused the U.N. of violating the 
Congo’s 
sovereignty 
by 
taking 
over Congolese airports and radio 
broadcasting stations 
Cairo’s Middle East News Agen- 
cy said the U.A R. and East Afri­ 
can Sudanese troops turned con­ 
trol of Leopoldville airport over 
to 200 Congolese soldiers. 
The U.N 
said, however, that 
Cie two platoons of Congolese had 
voluntarily placed themselves un­ 
der the command of U.N. forces 
at the airport. The airport was 
said to remain under the tuil con­ 
trol of a Sudanese colonel.

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Let's Not Snoot Propaganda 


“ It’s only propaganda.” 
This has become the standard comment 
about moves by Prem ier Khrushchev of the 
Soviet Union. President Elsenhow er, particu­ 
larly, likes to discredit the world’s m ost’ 
oestiferous gadfly by calling him a propa­ 
gandist. 
This downgrades him to the disappearing 
point, as far as Mr. Eisenhower is concerned. 
And because Dwight D Eisenhower in these 
tim es continues to be a true reflection of 
American principles and ideals, it needs to 
be pointed out to others who think as he 
does that propaganda is not the despicable, 
not-worth-another-thought 
practice 
he 
be­ 
lieves it to be 
Football season is beginning, so a com ­ 
parison with something that has occurred in 
this game of strategy is timely. 


A FEW VEALS ago. the forward pass was 
a last-ditch play When everything else had 
failed, there was an outside chance a for­ 
ward pass might work. It was a desperation 
move. 
Gradually, the technique of forward passing 
was polished until it was as dependable as 
the technique of rushing. Those who were 
skillful m astered both techniques. Then a 
combination of techniques cam e into popu­ 
larity—the play that could develop into either 
a pass or a rush 
Players learned a new kind of expertise. 
The art of faking became im portant in foot­ 
ball. 
Old-time players resented it. Many coaches 
resented it. They belittled not only the pass 
but the concept of deception They preferred 
to rem em ber an era when football players 
butted heads and ran over one another with 
no pretense they might run around one an­ 
other. instead, or throw the football through 
the air To traditionalists, that was cheating. 


THE UNITED STATES has been handi­ 
capped by traditionalism in the 20th century 
contest for m en's minds. 


It has not kept pace with the techniques 


that have been polished and perfected by its 


opponents. 


Ever since World War I, it has thought of 


propaganda as a dirty practice and a bad 


word. Congress and the White House never 


have had a firm policy on the use of propa­ 


ganda techniques. Appropriations have been 


modest, som etim es niggardly. There was the 


ever-present danger of violent reaction if the 


United States went further than factual ac­ 
counts of its actions. Its own citizens would 


object. 
Even the use of standardized public rela­ 
tions was frowned on. The idea has been 
that the United States must stand 
above 
propaganda; that propaganda is something 
other people are guilty of, to their shame. 
This is a standard 
American position. 
Oddly, it is a standard position even among 
Americans who employ expert public rela­ 
tions counsel to advance their private inter­ 
ests. Yet. when their own government’s pos­ 
sible use of even the most obvious moves in 
the sam e direction is mentioned, they dis­ 
miss the idea as beneath American dignity. 


PROPAGANDA is not beneath the dignity 


of Communists. 
They play their propaganda tunes the way 
Van Cliburn plays the piano. Or to change 
the simile, they fool the opposition with fakery 
the way Johnny Unitas and the Baltim ore 
Co tis drive their opponents half crazy on the 


football field 
The United States cannot afford to snoot 
the forward pa^s in the game of international 
relations. It's here to stay. 
The next time Mr. Eisenhow er—or anyone 
else—is tempted to dism iss another stroke 
of Russian propaganda with a wave of the 
hand, it would be better to admit. “ They 
suckered us. They caught us flatfooted again. 
We’ve got to do better than this if we expect 
to be around for the championship playoff.” *

estim ate that each U.S. family of four would 
have received an extra $7,000 over the last 
eight years if economic growth had been 
m ore rapid.

The Pennsylvania Railroad strike 
m ay prove a blessing in disguise 
for the United States Post Office. 
Instead of postal bottlenecks and 
huge financial losses, the walkout 
is bringing speedier mail delivery 
and possible money savings for 
the government. 
“ Everyone engaged in this op­ 
eration deserves 
a

on 
the 
back,” says Col. LeRoy Greene, 
postal regional operations director 
for Pennsylvania, New Jersey and 
Delaware. 
Col. Greene pointed out that be­ 
fore the railroad strike deadline on 
midnight, Aug. SI, 
the 
Pennsyl­ 
vania hauled 30,(U0 sacks of mail 
a day in 300 freight car# 
The 
sacks — most of them were parcel 
post m aterial — weighed 50 pounds 
each. 
‘ The first class m ail was rela­ 
tively sim ple to handle,” he ex­ 
plained 
“ We learned a lot about 
airlifting m ail the past year, so 
we 
were ready 
for 
this 
emer- 
gency.” •<"A irlift” m ail consits of 
regular four-cent letters that are 
sent by air m ail on a space-avail­ 
able basis. 
Many postal authori­ 
ties favor increased use of this 
practice. > 
“ But parcel post at first seemed 
like it would be a problem. Parcel 
post enables m erchants to use the 
post office — in effect, the rail­ 
roads — as a w arehouse.” he said. 
"The railroads had all the auto­ 
m atic 
equipm ent, 
the 
conveyor 
belts and sorters, to handle the 
parcel post operation. Suddenly it 
was tossed into our lap.” 
By strike deadline however. Col. 
G reen's postal employes had re­ 
moved 
300.000 sacks of 
m a i l 
from railroad term inals and had 
begun sorting them by hand for 
truck delivery. 
Clerks, secretaries and all other 
hands worked round-the-clock on 
the mountain of m ail, while thou­ 
sands of hired trucks were loaded 
and sent on their delivery routes. 
By Labor Day, every term inal 
was cleared of it* mail stockpile 
and parcel post deliveries were 12 
hours ahead of schedule The oper­ 
ation has been so successful that 
postal au:borities 
are conidering 


Greene explained that this was 
the first time in a century that an 
entire railroad had shut down its 
mail operation. Norm ally, during 
a strike, union employes w o u l d 
perm it postal m atter to be carried 
• the post office is the biggest user 
of the railroads on both a volume 
and dollar basis, Col. G r e e ne 
said).

Ohio Teachers to Get Wage 
Hikes If Budget Is Okayed 


COLUMBUS, Oh io (AP>— Oh io ’s, A major portion of th e ad d ed 
teachers are in line for salary 
boosts if the legislature approves 
the 1961-63 budget of the State 
Board of Education. 
The budget, 
recommended 
by 
the board Monday, calls for an 
outlay of more than $556 millon 
to help operate and build Ohio’s 
schools. That's about $118 million 
more than was appropriated for 
schools in the current biennium, 
ending next June 30. 


The biggest part of the increase 
—$95 million — would go to the 
school foundation p r o g r a m to 
boost state aid to school districts.

aries of Ohio teachers.
